It is — econ 
more and more difficult to induce the graduates of our 
scheol to accept positions in the rural districts for the com 
tion offered them, I have visited each of tie summer s 
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twice and most of the autumn and winter schools once. For the 
most part the teachers have been doing efficient service and giy- 
ing satisfaction.

She 
is doing efficient work, and is as far as she is able in a mixed 
school using with success Normal methods.

departments and highschool. Since Miss E. M. Reed has had 


‘control of the primary department, the Quincy methed of instruc. 


¢ion with some modifications has been introduced. Its aim is the , 
highest possible development of the child. To this end great 
care is taken that the pupil thoroughly understands the subject in 
hand, that no wrong forms or principles are allowed to enter and 
become fixed in the child’s mind, The progress in some direc- 
tions must necessarily be slow but nevertheless it is true progress. 
Miss Reeg is thorou2hly in earnest in her instruction, hasa well 
developed plan and ahigh aim. Certainly the children of the pri- 
mary school are in the hands of no novice and the pareats may weil 
watch with interest and patience the results of the new method. 

The hich school is now in charge of Miss Anna C, Elliott, a 
teacher of large experience to which has been added the theorcti- 
eal end practical drill of the Normal school. The great fault of 
this department is the irregular attendance of the pupils. This 
can only be remedicd by the efforts of the parents and pupils 
themselves.
